We it thereſdꝛe enaced by the Authority ofthis pꝛetent Parliament,

Pꝛobided always 6 be it further Enacted by the Autheritxafozeſatid, 
That in all thoſe Pzayers, Letanies and Collects which do anp 
wap relate to the King , Mueen , Koyal Progeny , oz the Lo2d 
Lieutenant, oz other chief Gobernour oz Gobernours of this King- 
dom, the Names oz Titles be altered and changed from time to

P:obided alſo, and be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſatd, 
That a true printed copp of the ſaid ook, intituled, The Book

unto the Sock containing the form and manner of making, 0z- 
daining and conſecrating of Biſþops Pzieſts und Deacons tn 
this Act mentioned, in ſuch fort and manner as the ſame did 
: heretofore extend unto the Book ſet forth in the time of King 
Edward the ſixth, mentioned in the ſaid Six and thirtieth Article 
Any thing in rhe ſaid Article, or in any Statute, Act or Canon 
beretofore had or made to the contrary thereof in any wiſe not- 
withſtanding. | 
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T hath been the Wiſdom of 
the Church of England, ever 
lince the firſt compiling of her 
Publick Liturgy, to keep the 
Mean between the two Ex- 

treams, of too much Stiffneſs in refuſing, 

and of too much eaſineſs in admitting any 
variations from it. For, as on the ons fide 

common Experience ſheweth, that where a 

change hath been made of things adviſedly 

eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſſity ſo requi- 
ring) lundry inconveniences have thereup- 
on enſued; and thoſe many times more, and 
greater than the evils, that were intended to 
be remedied by ſuch change: So on the other 
ſide, the particular Forms of Divine Wor- 
ſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies ap- 
d pointed 
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appointed to be uſed therein, being things 
in their own nature Indifferent, and alter- 
able, and ſo acknowledged; it is but reaſon- 
abie, thar upon weighty and important 
conſiderations , according to the yarious 
exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch chan- 
ges and alterations ſhould be made therein 
as to thoſe that are in place of Authority 
ſhould from time to time ſeem either necel 
ſary or expedient. Accordingly we finde, 
that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſ- 
led memory ſince the Reformation, the 
Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderati- 
ons her thereunto moving, hath yielded 
to make ſuch alterations in ſome parti- 
culars, as in their reſpective times were 
thought convenient : Yer ſo, as that the 
main Body and Eſſentials of it Cas well in 
the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and 
order thereof ) have ſtill continued the ſame 
unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm and un- 
ſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain at- 
tempts and umpetuous aſſaults made againſt 
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it by ſuch men as are given to change, and 
have always diſcovered a greater regard to 
their own private fancies and intereſts, than 
to that duty they owe to the publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſ- 
chievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy 
(though injoyned by theLaws of the Land, 
and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, 
during the late unhappy confuſions, to be 
diſcontinued, is too well known to the 
World, and we are not willing here to re- 
member. But when upon His Majeſties 
happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 
that amongſt other things, the uſe of the Li- 
turgy alſo would return of courſe (the ſame 
having never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs 
ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it, 
thoſe men who under the late uſurped pow- 
ers had made it a great part of their buſincſs 
to render the people diſaffected th: reunto, 
law themſelves in point of reputation and 
intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would freely 


acknowledge themſclves to have erred, which 
d 2 ſuch 
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ſuch men are very hardly” brought to do) 


with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the 
reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto di- 


uers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the 


. Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 


muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new 
ones more than formerly had been made, to 
make the number ſwell. In fine, great impor- 
tunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſtie, 
that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch 
alterations therein, and additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the 
eaſe of tender Conſciences: W hereunto His 
Majeſtic out of His pious inclination to give 
ſatisfaction(ſo far as could be reaſonably ex- 
pected) to all His Subjects of what perſwa- 
ſion ſocver, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have en deavoured 
to obſerve the like moderation, as we finde 
to have been uſed in the like caſe in former 
times. And therefore of the ſundry altera- 
tions propoſed unto us, we have reje cted all 
tuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
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quence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed 
Doctrine, or laudable Practiſe of the Church-of 
England, or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Chriſt)or elſe of no conſequence at 
all, but utterly frivolous and vain: But ſuch al- 
terations as were tendred to us {by what per- 
ſons,under what pretenſes, or to what purpoſe 


ſocver ſo tendred)as ſeemed to us in any degree 


requiſite or expedient, we have willingly, and 
of our own” accord aſſented unto: Not en- 
forced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, 
convincing us of the neceſſity of making the 
{aid Alterations ': For we are fully perfwaded 
in our judgements (and we here profels it to 
the World) that the Book, as it ſtood before 
eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to 
ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may 
not with a good conſcience uſe and ſubmit un- 
to, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any 
that ſhall oppoſe the ſamezif it ſhall be allowed 
ſuch juſt & favourable conſtruction as in com- 
mon equity ought to be allowed toall humane 
Writings, 


T be Prefate. | 
Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by 
Authority, and even to the very beſt Tranſla- 
tions of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this underta- 
king was, not to gratifie this or that party in 
any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that 
which to our beſt underſtandings we concei- 
ved might moſt tend to the preſervation of 
peace and unity in the Church; the procuring 
reverence, and exciting of piety and devotion 
in the publick Worſhip of God; and the cut- 
ting off occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion 
of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the 
Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from 
the former Book, whether by Alteration, Ad- 
dition, or other wiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this 
general account, That moſt of the alterations 
were made, either firſt, for the better direction 
of them that are to officiate in any part of Di- 
vine Service; which is chiefly done in the Ka- 
lendars and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the 
more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage in terms more ſutable 
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| to the language of the 2 times, and the 


clearer explanation of ſome other words and 


| phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignifica- 


tion, or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruction: 
Or thirdly,fova more perfe& rendring of ſuch 
portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into 
the Liturgie; which, in the Epiſtles and Go- 
ſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places 
are now ordered to be read according to the 
laſt Tranſlatiog:And that it was thought con- 
venieut, that ſame Prayers and Tankigivings, 
fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in 
their due places; 8 for thoſe at Sea, 
together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch 
as are of riper years; which, although not ſo 
neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, 
yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, through 
the licenciouſneſs of the late times crept in 4 
mongſt us, is now become neceſſary, and 
may be always uſeful for the baptizing of Na- 
tives in our Plantations, and others gonvert- 
ed to the Faith. If any man, who ſhall deſire 
a more particular account of the ſeveral alte- 
rations 
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rations in any part of the Liturgie, ſhall take 
the pains to compare the preſent Book with 
the former; we doubt not but the reaſon of 
the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge 
our duties in this weighty affair, as in the ſight 
of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein, 
(to far as lay in us) to the conſciences of all 
men; although we know it impoſſible ( in 
fuch variety of appichenſions, humours and 
intereſts, as are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor 
can expect that men of factious, peevith; and 
perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any | 
thing that can be done in this kind by any o- 
ther than themſelves: Vet we have good hope, 
that what is here preſented, and hath been by 
the Convocation of both Provinces with great 
diligence examined and approved, will be alſo 
well accepted and approved by all ſober , 
zaccable,: and truly conſcientious ſons of the 
Church of England, ! 
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Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo 

well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in 

continuance of time, bath not been corrupted : 

As, among other thingsit may plainly appear by 

the Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called Divine Service. The 77 original and ground wheres 
of if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, be ſhall 
find, that the ſame was not ordained, but of a good pure 
poſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs, For they 
ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the great- 
eſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every year; in- 
tending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were 
Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould ( by often reading, and 
ereditation in Gods Word) be = up to godlineſs them- 
ſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome do- 
Frine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the 
Truth ; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of boly 
Scripture read in the Church) might continually profit more 
and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 
ith the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of 
the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neg- 
leed, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemora- 
trons, aud Synodals 3 that commonly, when any Rook of the 
Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters wereread _ 
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all the reſt were unread. And in this fort the Book of Iſaial 
was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuage- 
fima 3 but they were onvly begun, and never read thorough 
After like fort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken 
to the people in the Church, as they might underſiand, and 
have profit Ly bearing the ſame, Ihe Service in this Chur ch 
of England ſheſe many years, hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underfland not; ſo that they have 
beard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit and mind 
have not been edified thereby. And furthermcre, notwith- 
ſtaucling that the . ancient. Fathers bave divided the Pſalins 
into ſeven Portions, whereof every one was called a Nocturn: 
Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and 
the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hard- 
zeſs of the Kules called the Pie, and ihe manifold changings 
of the Service was the cauſe, that to !urn the Book, onely 
ras ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſs to find. out what ſhould be read, than to 
read it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth 
ſuch an Order, whereby. the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And 
for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar 
for that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood 1 
wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is 
ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without 
breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off 
Anthems, Reſponds , Invitatories, and ſuch hke things as 
did break, the continual. courſe of the reading of the Scrip- 
ture. | | 
Tet, becauſe chere is no remedy, but that of nece(ſity, there 
tan ſt be ſome Kules, therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth; 
which n they are few in number, ſo they are plain and eaſie to 
le underſtood So that here you have an order for praʒer, and ſor 
the 


the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind 
and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profita- 
ble and commodions,than that which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome 
are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious 3 
and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure Word 
of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the 
ſame; and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt 
eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the readers and 
hearers, It is alſo more commediows, both for the ſhortneſs 
thereof, aud for the plainmeſs of the Order, and for that th 
Rules be few and eaſie. | 
And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in 
ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm; ſome fol- 
lowing Salisbury Tſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the 
UV/e of Bangor, ſome of Tork, ſome of Lincoln; mow 
from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 
And for as much, as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, 
but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and praiſe of the ſame; to 
appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolu- 
tion of all doubts, concerning the manner how to ——_— 
do, and execute the things contained in this Book > the par- 
ties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion 
ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the ſame 3 
ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contain 
ed in ibis Book, And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, 
2 he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Arch- 
iſhop,

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E | Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read 
and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh tongue, to the 
end, that the Congregation may be thereby edified 5 yet 
it is not meant, but that when men ſay Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame in any lan- 
guape, that they themſelves. do underſtand, 

And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, not 
being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe. 

And the Curate that miniftreth in every Pariſh-Church 
or Chappel, being at home, and not being otherwiſe 
reaſonably hindred, ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh- 
Church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe 
a Bell to be tolled thereunto a convenient time before

and to pray with him.

WHY 
Some be aboliſhed, and ſome retained, 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and 
have had their beginning by the inſtitution of 
man, ſome at the firit were of godly intent and 
purpoſe deviſed, and yet at kngth turzed to 
vanity and ſuperſtition : Some entred into the 

Church by undiſereet devotion, and ſuch a zeal as mas 

without knowledge 5 and for becauſe they were winked at 

in-the beginning, they grew daily to more. aud more abuſes, 
which not onely for their nnprofitableneſs, but. alſo becauſe 
they have much blinded the people, and obſeurei the glory of 

God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean rejecteu?: Gtber 

there be, which although they have been deviſed by man, 


jet it is thought good to reſerve them fill, as well for 4 


decent order in the Church (for the which they were firſt 
deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to \edification, whereunto 
all things done in the Church (as the Appſile teacheth) ongbi 
to be referred. f | | Wis 401

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due order 3 The appointment of the which order pertaineth 
not to private men; therefore no man ought to take in hand, 
or preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common Order 
in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized 
therenrto. 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo 
divers,” that ſome think ita great matter of conſcience to 
depart from a piece of the leaſt of their ceremonies, they be 
ſo addicted to their old onſtoms;, and again on the other 
fide, ſome be ſo new fangled, that they would innovate all 
things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, 
but that is new : It was thought expedient not ſo much to 


baue reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of rheſe parties, 


as bam to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet leſt 
any mam ſhould be "offended , whom good reaſon might 
ſatisfie, bere be certain canſes rendred, why ſome of the 
2 . ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and 
kept fill. 570 

Some are put way, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude 
of them hath ſs increaſed in theſe latter days , that the 
burthen of them was intolerable 5 whereof S. Auguſtine in 
his titue complained, that they were grown to ſuch a num- 
ber, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe 
concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he coun- 
ſelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as 
time would ſerve quietly to do it, But mhat would S. Au- 
guſtine have ſaid, if be bad ſeen the ceremonies of late 
days nſed. among ; wherennto the multitude uſed in bis 
time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude 
of ceremonies was ſo great; and many.of them ſo dark, that 
they . did more confound and darken, than declare and ſet 
forth Chriits benefits unto' u. Aud beſides this, Chriſls 
Goſp# i not a ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes Law 
was)] but it is 4 Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage f

tbe figure or ſhadow, but in the freeilom of the ſpirit, being 
content. onely with. thoſe ceremonies which do ſrve 10 a de- 
cent Order; and - godly *Diſcipline'y. and ſuch: 4s. be apt. ta. 
ſtir. up the dull winde of mam to the remembrance" of H 
duty to. Cod, by ſume notable and ſpecial fignification; wherer 
by he might be ediſied. Furthermore, the moſt weighty 
cauſe of the aboliſhment ' of certain ceremonies was, That 
hey were ſo far abuſed; partly hy ile ſuperſtitions blind 
eſs of the rude and unlearned, and parily by the unſatiable- 
avarice of ſuck as ſonght more their own lucre, than the 
glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, 
the thing remaining ſtill. 1 Wi 

Ent now 45 concerning thoſe perſont, which per adventure 
will be offended for that ſome of the old ceremonies are re- 
tained ſtill: If they conſider, that without ſome ceremonies 
it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in 
the Church , they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to reform 
their judgements. And if they think much, that any of 
the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew : 
Ihen ſuch men granting ſome ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they can- 
not reaſunably reprove the old onely for their age, without 
bewraying of their own folly, For in ſuch 4 caſe, they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, if 
they will declare themſclves to be more ſtudious of unity and 
concord, than of innovations and new fang!cneſs, wh eh {as 
much as may be with true ſetting forth of Cbriſts Religion) 
is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no 
juſt cauſe with the ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For 
as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did 
burthen mens conſciences witheit any cauſe ſo the other 
that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Crder, which 
(upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed and there. 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal with Cods Law. And more. 
Der 


over, they be neither dark, nor dumb ma, but are ſa 

et forth, that every man may undexſlaug what they do 
yn and to wed. wk they do ſerve.

And in theſe our doings we condemn no 0ther Nations, 
nor preſcribe any thing but to our own people onely: For we 
think it convenient, that every Cenntrey ſhould uſe ſuch cere- 
monies as they ſual. think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods 
honour and glary, and to the reducing of the people to 4 
moſt perfet and godly living, without errour or ſuperſtiti- 
ons and that they ſhould put away other things, which from 
time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens 
ordinances it often chanceth diverſiy in divers Countreys. 
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The Order 


How the Pſalter is appointed 10 be read, 


He Pſalter ſhall be read through once every 
moneth, as it is there appointed, both for morning 
and evening Prayer. But in February it ſhall be read only 
to the Twenty eighth, or Twenty ninth day of the month. 
And whereas Jamary, March, May, July, Auguſt, OGo- 
ber and December have One and thirtydays apiece ; It 
is ordered; that the ſame Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt 
day of the ſaid moneths, which were read the day be- 
fore : So that the Pſalter may begin again the firſt day 
of the next month enſuing. 

And whereas the 119 Pſalmis divided into 22 Por- 
tions, and is overlong to be read at one time; It is or- 
dered, that one time ſhall not be read above four or five 
of the ſaid portions, 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch 
part of the 119 Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory, be to the Father, and to the von, and to the Holy 
Ghoſt 3 As it was in the beginning, is now and ever ſhall 
be: world without end, Amen. | 

Note, that the Pſalter followeth' the Diviſion of the 
Hebrews, and the Tranſlation of the great Engliſh Bible, 
ſet forth and uſed in the time of King Henry the Eigth, 
and Edward the ſixth.

How. the reſt of Holy Scripture is appointed to be read. 


T He Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons 

at morning and evening Prayer; ſo as the moſt 
part thereof will be read every year once, as in the Ka- 
lendar is appointed. 

The New. Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſ- 
ſons at morning and evening Prayer, and ſhall be read 
over orderly every year thrice , beſides the Epiſtles and 
Goſpels ; except the Apocalypſe, out of which there are 
onely certain proper Leſſons appointed upon divers 
Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, 
lcok for the day of the month in the Kalendar following, 
and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be read 
for the Leſſons both at morning and evening Prayer ; Ex. 
cept only the moveable Feaſts which are not in the Kalen- 
dar, and the Immoveable , where there is a blank left in 
the column of Leſſons ʒ the proper Leſſons for alt which 
days are to be found in the Table of proper Leſſons. 

And note, that whenſoever proper Pſalms or Leſſons 
are appointed; then the Pſalms and Leſſons of ordinary 
courſe appointed inthe Pſalter and Kalendar (if they be 
different) ſhall be omitted for that-rime. 

Note alſo, that the Collect, Epiſtle; and Goſpel ap- 
pointed for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the week after, 
where it is not in this Book ctherwiſe order.

Foz he ſaid, Surely they are 
my people, childzen that will not lie: ſo he was their 
Saviour, Jn all their affliction, he was afflicted, and 
the angel of his pꝛelente ſavedthem : in his love, and 
in his pity he redeemed them, and he bare them, and 
carried them all the days of old. But they rebelled, 
and vered his holy Spirit, therefoze he was turned to 
be their enemy, and he fought again them. Then 
be remembzed the days of old, Moles and his people, 
laying, Where is he that bzought them up out of the 
lea with the chepheard of his flock ? Where is he that 
put his holy ſpirit within him: that led them by the 
right hand ol holes with his glozious arm, dividing 
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the water befoze them, to make himſelf an everlauting 
Name ? That led them thꝛough the deep as an hozie 
in the wilderneſs, that they ſhould not ddumble? as a 
beaſt goeth down into the valley, the ſpirit of the Loꝛd 
cauſed him to reſt: lo dibſt thou lead thy people to 
make thy ſelf a glozious Name, Look down from 
heaven, and behold from the habitation of thy holtneſs., 
and of thy Gloꝛy: Where is thy zeal, and thy strength, 
the ſounding of thy bowels, and of thy mercies to- 
wards me: are they reſtrained: Peubtleſs thou art 
dur Father, though Abzaham be 1gnezant of us, and 
Iſrael acknowledge us not: thou, © Loꝛd, art our Fa⸗ 
ther, our redeemer, thy J2ame is from everlaſting. 
O Lozd, Why haſt thou made us to erre from thy 
wates ? and hardned our heart from thy fear? Return 
fo2 thy ſervants ſake , the tribes of thine inheritance, 
The people of thy holineſs have polleũed it but a little 
while: our adverſaries have troden down thy ſancua- 
ry, We are thine, thou never bareſt rule over them; 
they were not called bythy Name,

And 
when they heard it, they were glad, and pzomilſed to 
give him money. And he ſought how he might conve- 
niently betrap him. And the fir day of unleabened 
bead, when they killed the paſſover, his diſciples ſaid 
unto him, Where wilt thou that we goand prepare, 
that thou mapeſt eat the paſſover 2?

ARM firaightway in the mozning , the chief pꝛiells S. lar. 15.1. 


held a conſultation with the elders and ſcribes, 
and the whole council, and bound Jeſus, and carried 
bum awap, and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate 
asked him, Art thou the king of the Jews? And he 
anlwering , ſaid unto him, Thou laieftit. And the 
chief pzieſts accuſed him of many things: but he an- 
lwered nothing. And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, 
Anſ[wereſt thou nothing: behold how many things they 
witneſs againſt} thee, But Jeſus pet anſwerednothing: 
fo that Pilate marvelled. JNowat that feat he relea- 
led unto them one pꝛiſoner, whomſoever they deüred.

VV pere a teſtament is, there mu(t alſo of ne- 
ceſity be the death of the teflatoz : foz a 
teſtament is of fozce after men are dead; otherwiſe it 
is of no firength at all whil& the teſtato? liveth. 
Mhereupon, neither the firſt teſtament was dedicated 
without bloud: Foz when Poles had ſpoken every 
pꝛetept to all the people, accozding to the law, he took 
the bloud of calves, and of goats, with water and 
ſcarlet wooll, and hyllop, and ſpꝛinkled both the book 
and all the people, ſaying , This is the bloud of the 
teſtament, which God hath enjopned unto you, 
Moꝛeober, he (pzinkled likewiſe with bloud both the 
tabernacle, and all the vefels of the miniſtry. And 
almoſt all things are by the law purged with bloud; 
and without chedding of bloud. is no remiſſion, Jt 
was thereloze neteſſarp that the patterns of things 
in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe 3 but the 
heavenly things themſelves with better ſacrifices than 
thele, Foz Chꝛiſt is not entred into the holy places 
made with hands, which are the figures of the true, 


but into heayen it ſelf , now to appear in the pzeſence 


of God foꝛ us; noꝛ yet that he ould offer himſelf often, 


as the high pzieſt entreth into the holy place ebery pear 


with bloud of others : fo2 then muſt he okten habe ſuf- 
kered ſince the foundation of the woꝛld; but now onte in

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the end of the wozld, hath he appeared to put away fn 
by the (acrifice of himſelf, And as it is appointeb un- 
to men once to die, but after this the judgement: (o 1 
Cþz1ſt was once offered to bear the fins of many 3 and | 
unto them that look foz him, thall he appear rye ſecond ö 
time without Gn unto ſal vation.

And 
they began to enquire among themſelves, which of 
them it was that (ould do this thing. And there was 
allo rike among them, which of them ſhould be ac- 
counted the greateſt, And he laid unto them, The 
kings of the Gentiles exerciſe lozdſhip over them, and 
they that exerciſe authozity upon them, are called be- 
nekausurs.

And many other things blaſphe- 
moufly ſpake they againſt him. And as ſoon as it was 
day, the elders of the people, and the chick Prefs , 
and the Scribes came together, and led him into 
their councel, ſaying, Art thou the Chꝛiſt: tell us. 
And he laid unto them, It J tell you, pou will not 
believe. And if J allo ask pou, you will not anſwer 
me, no2 let me go. Þereafter Hall the ſon of man 
tit on the right hand of rhe power of God? Then laid 
they all, Art thou then the Son of God? And he laid 


unto them, Be ſay that Jam. And they laid, Mhat 


need we any further witneſs ? foz we our ſelves have 
beardof his own mouth.

N this that J declare unto you, J pzaiſe you not 51 Cor. xi. 17 


that you come together not foꝛ the better, but fo2 the 
wozſe, Foz firſt of all, when ye come together in the 
Church, J hear that there be diviſcions among you, and 
I partly believe it. Foz there muſt be alſo hereũes a- 
mong you, that they who are appꝛoved, may be made 
manikeſt among pou, Uhen pe tome together therefoze 
into one plate, this is not to eat the Loꝛds ſupper ;

J pꝛaiſe you not: Foz J bave received of 
the Loꝛd that which alſo J delivered unto you, that the 
Loꝛd Jeſus, the lame night in which he was betrayed , 
took bꝛead; and when he had given thanks, he bake 
it, and laid, Take, eate, this is my body, which is 
bꝛoken foꝛ you: this do in remembꝛante of me. After 
the ame manner alſo he took the cup , when he hav 
ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in my 
bloud: this do pe as oft as ye dꝛink it, in remembꝛance 
of me. Fo2 as often as pe eat this bzead, and dank 
this cup, ye do fhew the Lo2ds death till he come. 
Wherefoze , whoſoever hall eat this bzead, and Dink 
this cup of the Loꝛd unwoꝛthily, ſhall be guilty of the 
body and bloud of the Lozd. But let a man examine 
himlelf, and ſo let him cat of that bꝛead, and bꝛink of 
that cup. Foꝛ he that eateth, and dꝛinketh unwoꝛthilp, 
tateth and dzinketh damnation to himſelf , not dil⸗ 
cerning the Loꝛds booy, Fo2 this cauſe manyare weak 
and ſickly among you, and many ſleep. Fo2 if we would 
judge our (elves, we ſhould not be judged. But when 
we are judged, we are chaſined of the Lozd, that 
we guld not be condemned with the wozld. Mhere⸗ 
foze, my bzethren, when ye come together to eat, tarry 
one fo another, And ik any man hunger, let him eat 
at home; that ye come not together unto condemnation, 
Ind the rea will J let in o2ver when J come.

And they were the moze fierce, laping, pe ftirreth up the 
people, teaching thzoughout all Jewzy, beginning from 
Galilee to this place, When Pilate heard of Galilee, 
be asked whether the man were a Galilean, And as 
ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto perods juriſ- 
diction, be ſent him to Þerod, who himſelf was alſo at 
Jeruſalem at that time. And when Þerod ſaw Jeſus, 
he was exceeding glad, fo2 he was deſirous to lee him of 
a long (eaſon,becauſe he had heard many things o him, 
and he hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him. 
Then he queſtioned with him in many woꝛdsz but he an- 
lwered him nothing. And the chief pzieſts,and Scribes 
ſtood and. vehemently accuſed him. And Þerod with his 
men of war let him at naught, and mocked bim, and 
arayed him in a gozgeous robe, and ſent him again to 
Pilate. And the lame day Pilate and perob were 
made friends together; fo2 befoze they were at enmity 
between themſelves, And Pilate when he had called ro- 
gether the chief pꝛiells, and the rulers, and the people, 
laid untothem, Be have bzought this man unto me, as 
one that perverteth the people, and behold, J having 
examined him befoze pou, have found no fault in this 
man touching thole things whereof pou accuſe him: 
Mo, no2 yet Þerod: fo2 J lent you to him, and 
lo, nothing wozthy of death is done unto him: J 
will theretoze chatiſe him, and releaſe him. Foz of 
neceſsity he muſt releaſe one unto them at the frat, And 
they cryed out all at once , ſaying, Away with this 
man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas: (Who foꝛ a cer- 
tain (edition made in the city, and fo2 murther was 
call 
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caſt in pꝛiſon) Pilate therefvze willing to releaſe Je- 
ſus, ſpake again to them, But they cried, ſaying, Cru⸗ 
Citie him, crucifie him. And he laid unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? J have found no 
cauſe of death in him: J will therefoze chaſtiſe him and 
let him go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, re- 
quiring that he might be crucified ; And the voices of 
them, and of the chick pzieſts prevailed. And Pilate 
gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they requireb. And 
he releaſed unts them him that foz ſebition and murder 
was taſt into peiſon, whom they had deſired ; but he de⸗ 
livered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him a wap, 
they laid hold upon one Simon a Cirenean, coming out 
of the countrey, and on him they laid the croſs, that 
he might bear it after Jeſus, And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of women, who alſo be- 
wailed anb lamented him. But Jelus turning unto 
them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep net koz me, 
but weep foz your ſelves, and foꝛ your chilbꝛen. Foz be⸗ 
hold, the daies are coming, in which they thall ſap, 
Blelled are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck, Then shall they 
begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. Foꝛ if they do theſe things in a green 
tree, what hall be done in the dzy ? And there were 
alſo two other malefacozs led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to the place which 
is called Calvery, there they crucified him; and the mas 
lefactozs, one on the right hand, and the other on the 
left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, koꝛgive them, foz they 
know not what they do. And they parted his raiment, 
and cat lots, And the people ood beholving 3 and the 
rulers alſo with them derided him, ſaying, pe ſavey 
others, let him ſave himſelf, if he be Chꝛiſt the _— 
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of God, And the louldiers alſo mocked him, coming to 
him, and offering him vinegar, and ſaying, It thou 
be the king of the Jews, ſave thy (elf, And a luper⸗ 
ſcription alſo was wꝛitten over him in letters of Gzeek, 
and Latine, and Þebzew, THIS IS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And one of the malefacnozs . 
which were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, Ik thou 
be Chꝛiſt, ſave thy (elf, and us. But the other an- 
ſwering, rebuked him, ſaying , Doeſt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemnation ? And 
we indeed juſtly 3 foz we receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man bath done nothing amiſs. And he 
ſaid unto Jeſus, Lozd, remember me when thou comeft 
into thy kingdom. And Jeſus laid unto him, Uerilp J 
ſap unto thee, To dap ſhalt thou be with me in para⸗ 
diſe, And it was about the fixth hour, And there 
was a darkneſs over all the earth, until the ninth 
hour. And the fun was darkned, and the vail of the 
Temple was rent in the midſt. And when Jeſus bad 
cried with a loud voice , be laid, Father, into thy 
bands J commend mp fpirit 3 and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt, Now when the centurion ſaw 
what was done, he gloziftied God, ſaying, Certainly 
this was a righteous man. And all the people that 
came together to that igt, beholding the things that 
were done, mote their bzcaſts, and returned. And all 
bis acquaintance, and the women that followed hum 
from Galilee, ftood afar off, veholding theſe things,

"TY law having a ſhadow of good things to come, 
and not the very image of the things, can ne- 
ber with thoſe ſacrivices which they offered year by year 
continually, make the comers thereunte perfec : fo2 
then would thep not have ceaſed to be offered: becauſe 
that the wozſhippers once purged, Gould have had no 
moze conſcience of fins. But in thoſe lacrifices there is 
a remembzance again made of fins every year, Foꝛ it 
is not poſsible that the blood of bulls and of goats 
(ould take away ns: Wherefoze when he cometh in- 
to the wozld he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt 
not, but a body haſt thou pꝛepared me: Jn burnt-9ffer- 
ings, and ſacrifices foz fin thou haſt had no pleaſure : 
Then ſaid J, Lo, J come (in the volume of the book it 
is waitten of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, when 
he ſaid, Sacrifice and offering , and burnt-offerings, 
and offering fo2 fin thou wouldeſt not, neither hadf 
pleaſure therein, which are offered by the law: Then 
laid he, Ls, J come to do thy will, O God, pe taketh 
away the ür, that he may eſtablich the ſecond, By 
the which will we are ſanctified, thzough the offering of 
the body of Jeſus Chꝛiſt once foꝛ all. And every pꝛieſt 
ſtandeth daily miniſtring, and offering oktentimes the 
lame ſacrifices which can never take away fins, But 
this man after he had offered one ſacrifice fo: fins, foz 
ever lat down on the right hand of God ; from hente⸗ 
koꝛth expecting till his enemies be made his foot -l. 
Foz by one offering he hath perkeged foz ever them that 
are langitied: Whereof the holy Ghoſt alio is a wit- 
nels to us: Fo? after that he had ſaid befsze, This is 
the covenant that J a with them alter =

days, ſaith the Lozd, J will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their mindes will J wzite them; and 
their üns and iniquities will J remember no moꝛe. 
Now where remillion of thele is, there is no moze of- 
fering fo2 fin, Paving therefoze, bzethzen, boldnels to 
enter into the holieſt by the blood of Jeſus, by a new 
and living wap, which he hath conſecrated foz us, 
though the vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh: And having 
an high Pꝛieſt over the houſe of God; let us dꝛaw near 
with a true heart, in full aurance of faith, having our 
hearts ſpzinkled from an evil conſcience, and our bo⸗ 
dies waſhed with pure water, Let us hold fad the pꝛo⸗ 
feſion of our faith without wavering : (foz he is faith⸗ 
ful that pzomiſed) And let us conſider one another to 
p:ovoke unto love, and to good wozks 3 not fozſaking 
the aſſembling of our ſelves together, as the manner

S. John PA therefoze took Jeſus, and ſcourged him. And 


the ſouldiers platted a crown of thozns, and put it 

on his head, and they put on him a purple robe, and 
ſaid, Þail king of the Jews: And they \mote him with 
their hands, Pilate therefoze went kozth again, and 
ſaith unto them, Behold, J bzing him fozth to you, that 
ye map know that J find no fault tn him. Then came 
Jeſus fozth, wearing the crown of thoꝛns, and the pur⸗ 
ple robe. And Pilate ſaith unto them, Behold the 
man, Kühen the chick Pzieſts thezefoze, and officers 
law him, they cried out, ſaying, Crucifie him, crutitie 
bim. Pilate ſaith unto them, Take pe bim, and cru- 
cite him: koꝛ J finde no fault in him, The Jews an- 
wered, 
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ſwered him, We have a law, and by our law, he gught 
to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son of Gov. When 
Pilate therefoze heard that ſaying, be was the moe 
afraid z and went again into the judgement ball, and 
ſaith unto Jeſus, Whence art thou ? But Jelus gave 
him no an{wer, Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Speak- 
eſt thou not unto me? knoweit thou not that J have 
power to crucihe thee, and have power to releaſe thee ? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt have no power at all 
againſt me, except it were given thee from above: there- 
foze he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater ſin, 
And from thence fozth Pilate ſought to releaſe him: 
but the Jews cryed our, ſaying, Jf thou let this man 
go, thou art not Ceſars friend: Wheſoever maketh 
bimſelf a king, ſpeaketh again Ceſar. When Pilate 
therefoze heard that ſaying, he bzought Jeſus fozth, and 
late down in the judgement-ſeat, in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the Þebzew, Gabbatha, 
And it was the pzeparation of the paſover, and about 
the üxth hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold 
your king. But they cried out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucifie him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall 
I crucifie your king: The chief pꝛieſls anſwered, We 
have no king but Ceſar, Then delivered he him there- 
foze unto them to be crucified ; and they took Jeſus and 
led him away, And he bearing his croſs, went fozth 
into a place called the place of a ſcull, which 1. called 
in the Þebzew, Golgotha : Where they crucified him, 
and two other with him, on either fide ene, and Jeſus 
in the midſt, And Pilate wꝛote a title, and put it on 
the croſs. And the waiting was, JESUS OF NA- 
ZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews: fo2 the plate 
where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city: * 
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Good Friday. 
it was written in Þebzew, and Gzeek , and Latine. 
Then ſaid the chiek paielt ok the Jews to Pilate, Waite 
not, The king of the Jews; but that ye laid, J am 
the king of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What J yave 
wzitten, J have waitten. Then the ſouldiers, when 
they had crucified Jeſus, took his garments, (and made 
four parts, to every ſouldier a part) and allo his coat: 
now the coat was without ſeam, woven from the top 
thꝛoughout. They laid therefoze among themlelves , 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots fo2 it, whole it (hall be: 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which laith, They 
parted my rapment among them, and foz my veſture 
they did cat lots. Theſe things therefoze the fouldiers 
did. Now their (ood by the croſs of Jeſus, his mother 
and his mothers fiſter, Marp, the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalen. Then Jeſus therefoze law his mo- 
ther, and the diſciple tanding by, whom he loved, he 
ſaith unto his mother, Moman, behold thy fon, Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour that diſciple took her unto his own home. 
After this, Jeſus knowing that all things were now 
accompliſhed, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
ſaith, J thirſt. Now there was ſer a veſſel full of vine- 
gar: and they filled a ſpunge with vinegar, and put it 
upon byſop, and put it to his mouth, When Jeſus 
therefoze had received the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſh- 
ed: and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt, The 
Jews therefoze becauſe it was the pzeparation, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſab⸗ 
bath-day (foz that ſabbath-dap was an high dap) be- 
fought Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that 
they might be taken away, Then came the louldiers, 
and b2ake the legs of the fir, and of the other which 
was crucified with him. But when they came to Je 
us

lus, and ſaw that he was dead already, they bzake not 
bis legs. But one of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced 
bis üde, and fozthwith tame there out blood and wa⸗ 
ter. And he that ſaw it bare recozd, and his retozd is 
true: and he knoweth that he laith true, that pe might 
beliebe. Foz thele things were done that the Scripture 
Gould be fulfilled , A bone of him chall not be bꝛotzen. 
And again, another Scripture ſaith, They fþall look 
on him, whom they pierced,

THE FAST AGE. 


II is evident unto all men diligently reading holy Scrip- 
ture and ancient Authors, that from the Apoſtles time 
there have been theſe Orders of Miniſters in Chriſt's 
Church ; Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons. Which Offices 
were evermore had in ſuch reverend eſtimation, that no 
man might preſume to execute any of them; except he 
were firſt called, tried, examined, and known to have 
ſich qualities as are requiſite for the ſame; and alſo by 
publick prayer, with impoſition of hands, were approved 
and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And 
therefore, to the intent that theſe Orders may be con- 
tinued, and reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church 
of England; No man ſhall be accounted or taken to be 
a Jawful Biſhop, Prieſt, or Deacon, in the Church of Eng- 
land, or ſuffered to execute any of the ſaid Functions, ex - 
cept he be called, tryed, examined and admitted there- 
unto, according to the Form hereafter following, or hath 
had formerly Epiſcopal Conſecration, or Ordination. 

And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he be twen- 
ty three years of age, unleſs he have a Faculty. And every 
man which is to be admitted a Prieſt, ſhall be full Four and 
twenty years old. And every man which is to be Ordained 
or Conſecrated Biſhop,ſha!l be fully Thirty years of age. 

And the Biſhcp knowing either by himſelf, or by ſuffi- 
c:ent teſtimony, any perſcn to be a man of vertuous con- 
verſation, and without crime, and after examination and 
tryal, finding him learned in the Latine Tongue, and 
ſufficiently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may at the times 
appointed in the Canon, or elſe upon urgent occafſiun, on 
ſome other Sunday or holy-day , in the face of the 
Church, admit him a Deac«n, in ſuch manner and form 
as hereafter followeth.
